Prague Radio Says Assailants of 
Hangman Were Killed Re- 
sisting Arrest. 


LONDON, June _ 18 (AP).—The 


assassinated Gestapo executioner, 
were discovered early today and 
“shot while resisting arrest,” the 
Prague radio officially announced 
tonight. 

The Prague station said the as- 
sailants, who were said to have 
been dropped in old Czechoslovakia 
from a British plane, were discov- 
ered in a small Prague hotel. 
They had been hiding for some 
time, the announcement said. Sev- 
eral of their accomplices were ar- 
rested, it. was said. 

The killing of the assailants of 
Heydrich, known throughout oc- 
cupied Europe as “The Hangman,” 
came on the day that had been set 
as the final deadline for the 
Czechs to deliver up the men or 
take the consequences. 

Earlier the Polish Government 
had said Germans had arrested 
13,500 Polish officers since the 
assassination.

“The enemy attempted by every 
means to break through our de- 
fense, but failed,” Pravda said.

The slopes about Sevastopol were 
said to be littered with hundreds 
of German dead and shattered as- 
sault vehicles. 

Today’s noon communique, cov- 
ering fighting during the night, 
said there were “no significant 
changes” at the front, but omitted 
any mention of the Sevastopol area. 

Kharkov Front. 

It said that in one sector of the 
Kharkov front, Soviet units re- 
pulsed a German infantry attack 
supported by tanks, forcing the 
Germans to retire leaving 600 dead 
on the battlefield, nine damaged 
tanks and a large quantity of arms. 

The midnight communique had 
reported the killing of 1500 Ger- 
mans and the destruction of 15 
Nazi tanks in fighting on the Khar- 
kov front yesterday.

An $8,550,000,000 ship construction 
measure was passed by the House 
today after Naval Committee mem-

The measure, envisioning the 
greatest shipbuilding program in 
history, Would provide for more, 
than 500 combatant vessels, to- 
gether with 1000 smaller craft, in- 
cluding 800 torpedo boats and sub- 
chasers. : 

With emphasis on floating aerial 
striking strength, the measure 
called for $500,000 tons of plane 
carriers, 500,000 tons of cruisers 
and 900,000 tons of destroyers and 
destroyer escort vessels. 

Representative Vinson (Dem.), 
Georgia, chairman of the House 
Naval Committee, flatly told his 
colleagues that the aircraft carrier 
had replaced the battleship as “the 
backbone of the fleet.”

“Greatest Ever Undertaken.”

PEARL HARBOR, June 18 (AP). 
American air power exacted a) 
toll of 10 Japanese men and planes 
for every one lost by the United 
States in the Coral Sea and Mid- 
way Isiand battles and rapidly is 
being strengthened for even great 
er blows. 

Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, com- 
mander-in-chief of the Pacific fleet, 
made the cheering disclosures yes- 
‘terday aboard a fighting ship in an 
address to his Pacific fleet dur- 
‘ing which he conveyed Navy Sec- 
retary Frank Knox’ congratula- 
tions to the men and urged them 
“to hold the. line until our rein- 
forcements are ready to take over.” 

Acknowledging that losses to 
United States carrier air groups 
have been heavy since the war 
opened, due to initial Japanese air 
superiority, Nimitz strongly hinted 
that the picture was changing rap- 
idly. 

Whereas the personnel on air- 
craft carriers had to. fight on with 
little rest or relief in the first 
stages of the war, Admiral Nimitz 
said “it will soon be possible to 
organize additional carrier groups 
and to rotate them.” 

Increasing Strength. 

“We are greatly increasing our 
battle strength. Our ships, planes 
and pilots are being added in con- 
stantly increasing numbers,” hé de- 
-clared. 

Admiral Nimitz’ address was 
made in awarding medals to men 
of the Navy's submarine and avia- 
tion branches. . 

“Officers and men of the Pacific 
fleet, I take great pleasure in quot- 
ing the following from a dispatch 
‘from the Secretary of the Navy: 

“‘Now that returns are all in 
and the full magnitude of the vic- 
tory is established, as Secretary of 
the Navy I want to extend to you 
my heartfelt congratulations of the 
magnificent victory won by the 
forces under your command. The 
Battle of Midway will provide one 
of the most inspiring pages in 
‘American Naval history for all 
time. I should like to extend 
through you to your officers and 
men the expression of profound 
gratitude of the entire Navy for 
the courage, resolution and _ re— 
-sourcefulness which the men of the 
Navy and the Marine Corps com- 
prising the forces under your com- 
mand displayed in this action.’ 

“Although the results obtained 
in this Midway action,” continued 
Nimitz, “are properly attributed to 
the fine team work of all services 
working together, I wish particu- 
larly to commend the officers and 
men of the carrier air groups who 
formed the spearheads and shock 
forces of the attack, not only at 
Midway but in the Coral Sea—and 
before that, in the Marshall-Gilbert 
and Wake-Marcus operations.” 


Air Power to Fore. 


“Air power has taken the lead- 
ing role in fleet engagements of 
the war in the Pacific and will 
continue to do so as the war pro- 
gresses, Veterans among the car- 
rier air groups pioneered the air 
tactics that have been so effective 
against the enemy. 

“Owing to the enemy’s great ini- 
tial air superiority, there has been 
little opportunity for rest or relief 
of carrier air groups and their losses 
have been heavy. Although we feel 
keenly the loss of many fine offi- 
cers and men, we take pride in 
knowing they gave their lives to 
turn back grave threats to our 
country. 

“We can take satisfaction in the 
knowledge that in every meeting 
with the enemy since Dec. 7 his 
losses have greatly exceeded ours, 
and that in the Coral Sea and Mid- 


miration and gratitude for the tire- 
less, never-ending service of’ the 
personnel of the patrol squadrons. 
It was they who found the,enemy 
off Midway, who traced him and 
made possible his later punish- 
ishment—and who today continue 
their ceaseless mission- of search 
and reconnaissance. 

Praice for Submarines. 
“Close in support of the fleet's 
r—striking power are our ships 
of all kinds. All have worked to- 
gether as a smooth, alert, hard- 
hitting machine, which has made 
possible our sucesses to date. 

“Particularly worthy of mention 
is the work of our submarines. 
The ships are usually present at 
the kill, or have had a hand in the 
events leading up to that point.

They probably spend 
more time in hazardous contact 
with the enemy than any other 
branch of service.” 


“The many acts of outstanding 
gallantry and courage will not go 
unrewarded. Assurance is given 
that necessary recommendations 
will go forward as rapidly as cir- 
cumstances will permit. 


“And now I am proud to be able 
to bestow, in the name of the 
President of the United States, 
medal awards to the personnel of 
two widely-divergent elements of 
the fleet—submarines and aviation. 
With their brothers-in-arms of the 
surface squadrons, they are as one 
in indomitable courage and cool 
resourcefulness in action with the 
enemy.”

HOUSE VOTES CII 
RIGHTS SECURITY 
FOR SERVICE MEN 


Measure Sent to Senate 
Provides Protection on 
Insurance, _‘ Financial 
Obligations. 


WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP).— 
Legislation designed to protect the 
civil rights of service men while 
they dre in the armed forces was 


passed unanimously today by the 
House and sent to the Senate. 

A highly technical measure, it 
won House approval after brief de- 
bate and an explanation by Repre- 
sentative Sparkman (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, that its primary purpose 
was to “give relief to the boy who 
is called into service” and to af- 
ford him a “reasonable time” in 
which to adjust his financial po- 
sition after his return to civilian 
life. 

The bill provides for suspension, 
generally in the discretion of a 
court, of many civil processes nor- | 
mally applicable in cases involving 
instalment payments, foreclosures, 
rentals and other financial obliga- 
tions. 

Under its provisions the Govern- 
ment guarantees the payment of 
premiums on private life insurance 
policies purchased by a service 
man up to $10,000, giving the pur- 
chaser four years after his dis-* 
charge to liquidate the premiums 
that have accumulated in his ab- 
sence, 

It relieves a service man of lia- 
bility. for payments under leases 
after he is called into the service, 
and limits to 6 per cent the inter- 
est rate that may be charged on 
an obligation incurred prior to en- 
tering the service, regardless of 
whether higher fates were agreed 
to in the original contract.

RISE IN LIVING COSTS 
HALTED FOR FIRST TIME 
SINCE NOVEMBER, 1940 


WASHINGTON, June 18 
(AP). 


RICE ADMINISTRATOR 
Pz0n HENDERSON re- 

ported today that, for the 
first time since November, 1940, 
the steady rise in living costs 
had come to a standstill—actu- 
ally, declining slightly—and he 
credited the Government’s over- 
all ceiling on retail prices.

BOGOTA, Colombia, June 18 
(AP).—Newspapers here. printed 
reports today that cannonading 
was heard last night off the Co- 
lombian coast and they expressed 
belief that United States destroy- 
ers were battling Axis submarines. 


Advices from, Riohacha, on Co- 
lombia’s Caribbean coast, about 
500 miles east northeast of -the 
Panama Canal, said that the shell- 
fire seemed to have originated 
about 40 miles offshore. 


NEW ORLEANS, June 18 (AP). 
—A submarine commander fruit- 
lessly fired six torpedoes at a me- 
dium-sized cargo vessel in the Cen- 
tral Gulf of Mexico early May 12, 
but Capt. Peter Joseph Sigona and 
his crew of 37 kept the vessel from 
being hit. The story was an- 
nounced yesterday by Eighth Naval 
District headquarters. 

During the running attack, the 
submarine fired five torpedoes, the 
ship escaping all but one, which 
struck a glancing blow and pro- 
ceeded without exploding. 

An alert lookout spotted the 
first torpedo shortly after day- 
break about a half mile away, 
while the ship was making 11) 
knots. The warning was sounded 
and the ship changed course, the 
torpedo missing. 

Under forced draft, the vessel 
raced on with the submarine in 
pursuit. The skip was slightly 
faster than the submarine, and 
after an hour and a half five tor- 
pedoes were fired at once. By the 
most skillful. maneuvering, Capt. 
Sigona kept his ship zigzagging 
and two torpedoes passed ahead, 
two astern and one struck a gilanc- 
ing blow on the tip of the bow, 
but went on without exploding. 

The ship had been frantically ra- 
dioing for help meantime, 

After the final attack the ship 
saw the submarine no more and 
proceeded on its way.. 


RESCUE SHIP MAKES 
2000-MILE DETOUR 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, June 
18 (AP).—The Argentine steamer 
Rio Segundo back-tracked for five 
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days—1000 miles—to land two U. 
S. Navy men rescued by the ship 
from a plane forced down in the 
Atlantic Ocean, the Tenth Naval 
District Headquarters announced 
last night. 

The men were Ensign J. J. Tid- 
marsh of Milwaukee, the pilot, and 
Raymond G, Green, Freeport, N. 
Y., who were on a volunteer night 
flight when forced down. They 
spent the night tossing on stormy 
waves and radioing their position 
hourly. They had no assurancee 
their messages were heard, but 
the next morning the Rio Segundo, 
bound for Buenos Aires, appeared. 
Ten minutes after it sighted the 
plane with the flyers waving from 
the wings it had them aboard and 
was hoisting the plane to the deck. 

The men praised the Argentine 
ship’s hospitality. 

“For two weeks everyone on the 
Rio Segundo from Capt. Manuel 
Blanco down not only offered us 
their shirts, sox, shoes and food, 
but insisted that we accept them,” 
Tidmarsh said. “I -have never 
known such kindness and gener- 
osity. And when Capt. Blanco re- 
ceived the radio order to bring us 
here there wasn’t a complaint, al- 
though it meant turning his ship 
back and retracing his course for 
1000 miles—adding .2000 miles to

A compilation of the work of the 
Missouri Supreme Court Judges in 
the last three and a half years, 
recently requested by John F. 
Rhodes of Kansas City, president 
of the State Bar Association, 
shows that Judge Ernest M. Tip- 
ton, Presiding Judge of Division 
No. 2 of the court, led his six asso- 
ciates with 91 written opinions 

since Jan, 1, 1939. 


The compilation is not complete, | 


as it will include disposition of 
writs by the Judges, the work of 
the six commissioners and other 
work of the Court. Chief Justice 
George Robb Ellison said no offi- 
cial figures would be released un- 
til the compilation is completed. 
Ellison was second in the com- 
pilation of written opinions, with 
82; Judges Albert M. Clark and 
James M. Douglas Were tied with 
70 each; Judge Ernest S, Gantt 
had 65; Judge C. A. Leedy Jr., 60, 
and Judge Charles Thomas Hays, 
who has been in ill health for 
about three years, 51 opinions, 
Handling of applications for 
writs such as habeas corpus, man- 
damus, prohibition; quo warranto 
and certiorari, occupy a consider- 
able part of the time of § the 
Judges. 


Gantt Dissent Recalled. 
Judge Gantt, in one of his two 
dissenting opinions which were 
suppressed by the court last May 
5 in deciding an insurance fund 
case, on the ground they contained 
“scandalous, impertinent and scur- 
rilous” matter, made personal and 
uncomplimentary references to five 
of his associates on the bench. 
Judge Gantt asserted one of them 
was known to the bench and bar 
for “his disinclination to work,” 
saying he had “been a burden to 
carry” during his term on the 
bench. The difference in opinions 
written by Judge Gantt and the 
Judge he referred to is not great, 
according to the compilation. 

Rhodes, in a letter to the court 
requesting the compilation, indi- 
cated he desired to published the 
figures in the Jaurnal of the State 
Bar Association. .Rhodes rfused at 
that time to say whether his re- 
quest had any bearing on a contro- 
very within the Court, which was 
climaxed by the suppression of 
Judge Gantt’s two opinions and an 
opinion by Judge Tipton, answer- 
ing Gantt’s comments concerning 
the majority. 

The Supreme Court is about 
abreast of its docket, based on pro- 
cedure fixed by law, and has,been 
since May, 1939, when, for the first 
time in many years it entered a 
new term of court with opinions 
written and handed down in every 
case that was under submission for 
decision, in the two divisions and 
in court en banc. 

Judge Tipton was Chief Justice 
of Court en banc at the time and 
largely was instrumental in bring- 
ing the Court up with the docket, 
through reassignments and urging 
that disposition be made of all 
cases under submission. 

How Court Is Divided. 

Four of the Judges sit in Divi- 
sion No. 1 and the other three in 
Division No. 2. Each division has 
three commissioners, who write 
opinions but do not have a vote on 
adoption of opinions. All seven 
Judges sit in court en banc. 

In 1939, the Court disposed of 
305 cases by opinions and 359 cases

The new income-tax rates would not begin yleld- 
ing revenue until next March, under the ustal pro- 
cedure. Mr. Roosevelt thus is merely making the 
sensible proposal to put first things first when he 
suggests letting the debate on income-tax schedules | 
follow that on the excise levies. 

How much is this delay costing in dollars and 
cents? The Treasury proposed increases, in excise 
taxes that would yield $1,340,000,000 in new revenue 
yearly. This works out to collections of approxi- 
mately $3,700,000 a day. The House Ways and Means 
Committee has whittled down the Treasury program 
so that excise-tax increases will produce only $600,- 
000,000 a year. This would mean $1,640,000 a day. 
When Congress completes its action, the yield will 
doubtless be somewhere between these two figures. 

The committee has already had the bill for more 
than éhree months, and Chairman Doughton now 
says he hopes it will reach the floor of the House 
by July 4. After that will come weeks or months of 
debate. The price of delay, by a conservative esti- 
mate, will thus be at least a billion dollars. And 
this at a time when the Treasury needs every cent it 
can get to finance the fighting and winning of the 
greatest war in our nation’s history! 

The President’s logical proposal for — up 
the raising of the needed funds has been politely 
rejected by the committee, however: Chairman 
Doughton says that work on the whole bill is so near 
completion that it does not appear practical to con- 
sider dividing the measure. “It’s pretty late now to 
start on ft,” he adds, although the President original- 
ly made his suggestions early in the spring. 

The committee has already damaged the revenue 
program considerably by its arbitrary cutting of the 
Treasury's scientifically prepared schedules. It has 
already brought widespread criticism upon itself by 
urging a Federal sales tax without exhausting other 
tax possibilities. Now it is further falling down in 
its duty by ite apparent readiness to see the Treasury 
suffer a tremendous loss in revenue rather than make 
a purely mechanical change in its plans. 

Is it any wonder that Secretary Morgenthau re- 
cently expressed fear that the tax bill would be “too 
little and too late?”

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SUSPENSION OF THE CIVIC THEATER. 

A war casualty on the home front that. will be 
widely regretted among St. Louisans is the closing of 
the Civic Theater for the duration. The location of 
its outdoor playhouse in the country was a major 
asset in ‘the organization’s four successful seasons, 
but it proves a handicap at a time when tire con- 
servation is the order of the day. The enthusiastic 
young men and women who built the theater and 
acted in its plays now are largely engaged in war 
activities. So the theater’s board of directors has 
decided to cancel plans for the coming season, and 
St. Louisans must wait until after the war for more 
of the pleasant evenings which the Civic Theater 
provided. The decision was inevitable, but the 
enterprise will be missed by its audiences of past 
summers. 


MISSOURI'S TAX-DODGING SCANDAL. 

The wholesale non-payment of the State sales tax 
by liquor sellers, in which the case of the 906 chain 
of stores now holds the spotlight, has its amazing 
aspects in more ways than one. 

Disregard of this Missouri tax seems to have been 
a prevailing custom among a great number of tavern 
and store owners. The latest estimate by Sales Tax 
Supervisor Bates, hased on audits, is that evasions 
by more than 500 dealers in St. Louis and St. Louis 
County alone totaled $615, 000 for the years 1939, 1940 
and 1941. The State claim against the 905 chain 
is for $76,814 in unpaid sales taxes, plus $19,022 in 
| penalties and $49,747 in interest; total, $145,766, 
The attorney for the State Auditor’s office testified 
that the company’s books for 1939 had been de- 
stroyed. Now the company, according to its attorney, 
is trying to compromise its indebtedness for a pay- 
ment of $30,000. 

Now take the other side of the picture. Apparently 

the State Auditor’s office was making no attempt 
whatever to check on this widespread tax evasion 
until the scandal was exposed by the Post-Dispatch 
last January. 
collected some $326,000, with more coming in under 
arrangements with dealers. It is obvious, however, 
that collections will fall far short of the amount due 
the State under the tax laws. 
' What kind of citizenship is it that causes business 
men to evade their taxes by means of varied artifices 
or by simple failure to pay? What kind of official 
vigilance is it that enables the tax-dodgers to get 
away with their racket year after year without 
interference? 

On both counts, it appears that. there has been 
something very rotten in the State of Missouri, The 
only favorable aspect is the hope that the last few 
months’ developments are proving a — les- 
son far dealers and officials alike.

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A BRIGADIER GENERAL AT 36. 

President Roosevelt’s nomination of Col. Edwin S. 
Perrin to be a Brigadier General at the age of 36 does 
more than direct attention to the. military skill of 
the young man who is thus made the most youthful 
general officer in the Army. It shows a willing- 
ness to bring young officers forward that would have 
horrified the Army a few years ago. 

The seniority system not only held back good young 
officers so that the.ranking posts could be filled by 
the elderly men. It served to close the mouths of 
able students of military affairs and policy whose, 
criticism was especially needed. The Billy Mitchells 
proved the rule of silence. 

In creating an officer of General rank at the age 
of 36, the Commander-in-Chief serves notice,to the 
entire Army personnel that youth is no’ bar to pro- 
motion and military opportunity in this war.

the green light March 5, 1942, when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt signed a bill authorizing a 
Government program to develop the shrub 
as one means of relieving the rubber short- 
age of the United Nations. (The House Ap- 
propriations Committee this week approved 
a bill providing $8,835,000 for this purpose.) 

Specifically, the bill provides for the Gov- 
ernment to take over the small existing cul- 
tivated guayule industry in California and 


expand present planting to 75,000 acres as, 


soon as possible. It also authorizes test 
plantings to determine suitable guayule pro- 
duction areas. anywhere in the Western 
Hemisphere. 

‘Guayule normally accounts for less than 
1 per cent of United States rubber imports 
each year. Practically all production has 
been from wild plants in Mexico. There has 
been some experimental cultivation, but the 
industry has been kept small by the com- 
petition of lower-cost Hevea rubber from 
Malaya and the Dutch East Indies, which 
ordinarily produce about 97 per cent of the 
total world rubber supply. 

Cultivation, however, is the essence of the 
present resort to guayule as a timely source 
of rubber. By cultivation, the life cycle of 
the normally slow-growing plant may be 
telescoped so that growth which would re- 
quire five to 20 years in the desert is at- 
tained in from two to four years. 

* * 9 


Guayule is a stubby, widely branching, 
woody shrub, seldom more than 30 inches 
tall, with small 
plant a dusty appearance. It is found 
growing wild on limestone slopes over 
,000 square miles in the dry t&ble- 
land of North Central Mexico and adjacent 
Texas, where there is from nine to 15 inches 
of rainfall a year and summers are long, 
hot and dry. It is estimated that a con- 
stant production of from 7000 to 10,000 
short tons of guayule rubber is already pos- 
sible annually in Mexico without depleting 
the natural supplies. 

This tonnage is, of course, only a drop 
in the bucket of Western Hemisphere rub- 
ber needs, and any larger contribution in 
the emergency will depend on cultivation of 
domesticated plants. This is not simple, for 
guayule, like many of the weeds that. grow 


in waste places and appear to thrive any-. 


where, is difficult to cultivate, 

Fortunately, a great deal of the spadework 
has already been done. The Intercontinent- 
al Rubber Co. has developed a’ strain of gua- 
yule with a rubber content more than twice 
that of wild plants. This increase has been 
paralleled by advances in methods of culti- 
vation, the development of special planting 
fhachinery and improved processes for ex- 
tracting the rubber. 

While, the old cowboys say that — 
thrives on “rotten land,” or limestone rock 
covered with very little soil, indications are 
that good crop land is most suitable to com- 
mercial production. It is a mistake, how- 
ever, to jump to hasty conclusions as to the 
suitability of any area for the plant. 

Assertions have been made that the plant 
can be successfully cultivated in humid 
areas such as the Gulf States, or in the 
Midwest up to the Canadian border. Such }

soil, topography and climate. In the area 
to which it is native, for instance, one may 
travel 20 to 30 miles without sighting a 
shrub. Shotgun methods of seeding are not 
likely to locate the conditions required for 
survival and growth. 

The seeds on which guayule. cultivation 
is based are’so smal] that a pound con- 
tains around 600,000 seed envelopes, less 
than 10 per cent of which contain fully de- 
veloped seeds. They are difficult to handle 


| because their tendency is to refuse to be 


regimented into germinating and developing 
in unison, 

Despite all Improvements in cultural and 
extraction methods, it has not been possible 
to produce guayule at a price competitive 
with that at which rubber from the tropics 
could be put on the New York market. The 
best informatign the Department of Agricul- 
ture has been able to compile indicates a 
production cost for its rubber of not less 
than 23 to 25 cents a pound. In comparison, 
the New York price for smoked sheet of 


first-grade rubber averaged 12.4 cents a. 


pound during 1930-39, but was approximate- 
ly 20 cents a pound in 1940. 


Miracles of rubber production should not 
be expected from the guayule planting. As 
Secretary Wickard pointed out, in announc- 
ing the plan: “The project is not in itself 
an immediate solution of the nation’s rub- 
ber supply problem.” 

It would take approximately 3,600,000 
acres of guayule—or a tract larger than the 
entire State of Connecticut—to supply all 
United States rubber needs from this source. 
On the other hand, guayule is one of the 
quickest sources of natura] rubber and it is 
undoubtedly going to be of considerable 
value in tiding the United Nations through 
the present crisis. 

From the standpoint of in ce against 
the national disaster that — loss of 
rubber would represént, it is fortunate that 
the guayule rubber project has been under- 
taken in conjunction with other emergency 
rubber supply measures. 

For long-term supplies of natural rubber, 
at costs which are competitive with those 
of rubber produced anywhere in the world, 
the Department of Agriculture believes that 
the development of Hevea rubber culture 
in tropical America is the answer.

| After the third and fourth explo- 
sions the navigator reported that 
the steering apparatus for the Lex- 
ington, which had functioned per- 
fectly in the battle and up to that 
time, had failed. This failure was 
due to the loss of electric power 
for the bridge control. Men were 


side the ship where it was operat- 
ed by hand. But the greatest dif- 
ficulty for the navigators was the 
loss of electrical communications 
systems to pass their orders to the 
wheelsmen. 

When the fires destroyed these 
systems a line of men was formed 
along the deck, down from the 
bridge, and thence down into the 
'ship’s bowels where the “trick 
wheel” was being operated. Orders 
‘were transmitted by word of mouth 
‘from man to man down this line 
‘and rudder directions were entirely 
dependent upon this relay system, 
which was slow. 


145 Degrees in Engine Room. 
With the failure of the electrical 
power systems came an interrup- 
tion of the great blowers—the 
ship’s ventilating system. Heat 
quickly rose in the engine and fire 
rooms to between 145 and 162 de- 
ees Fahrenheit. Nevertheless, the 
iehgineer’s gang stayed at their 
* and kept their equipment go- 
ing to give the 25-knot speed de- 
manded. 
| “We felt most of the explosions 
a little more strongly toward the 
— than you did at the front,” 
one of the fire tenders told me 
afterward. “The heat and blasts 
affected us to the point where we 
had difficulty in keeping our minds 
jclear. We were dizzy and had vipo- 
lent headaches from the _ heat.” 
During this time the damage con- 
trol gangs and fire fighters were 
engaged in a desperate fight to 
save the ship. This fight was be- 
coming hopeless.

The fight against the fire con- 
tinued for another hour, at which 
time it was evident to all aboard 
her that the carrier could not be 
saved, 

To remain aboard the ship any 
longer was courting disaster. An 
officer braved the heat and flames 
below, to test the temperature of 
the bombs and warheads. When 
he put his; hand on their cases 
his palm was scorched. This 
meant, of course, that the tem- 
peratures of the explosives inside 
were beyond the heat leyel at 
which they should detonate. 

Singed, his clothing half burned 
off, Com. Seligman reported to 
Capt. Sherman the conditions be- 
low decks and the imminence of 
a devastating explosion of the 
ship’s munitions. This explosion 
was delayed for two more hours. 
When that blast came, Capt. Sher- 
man slid down a rope to a rescue 
boat, the last man to leave his 
ship. 


Order to Abandon Ship. 


But I am getting ahead of my 
story. The time had arrived to 
make the momentous decision of 
abandoning the famous old ship, 
a powerful weapon of war which 
represented an enormous invest- 
ment in cash and security for the 
nation. It always is hard for a 
captain to leave his ship, espe- 
cially in wartime when it is needed. 
But before Capt. Sherman spoke, 
Admiral Fitch suggested that aban- 
donment begin, 

I heard the exchange of words, 
which was far from the usual con- 
ception of such a dramatic mo- 
ment, : 

Admiral Fitch leaned over the 
high railing around his little bridge 
on “the island” and spoke to Capt. 
Sherman, who was pacing the 
navigating bridge 10 feet below 
him. The Admiral pitched his 
voice in a conversational - tone, 
saying: : 

“Well, Fred, I guess it’s time to 
get the men off.” 

It was 5:15 p. m., the end of 
the battle for the Lexington. 

The battered, exhausted, scorched 
and singed crew gathered on the 
after end of the flight deck.

swimming and showing signs of 
exhaustion. 3 

Hauling exhausted men from the 
water over a three-foot high gwun- 
wale while a small craft is rolling 
is no simple task. After pulling in 
about 30 one’s arms weaken. In 
all we got 60 aboard. They filled 
the boat, because so many lay on 
the bottom trying to cough the 
sea water out of their lungs. Un- 
doubtedly the foresight of the 
coxswain in electing to pick up 
swimming men saved. several lives. 


Side Plates Blown Off. 


While we were thus engaged 
there came a heavy explosion 
aboard the Lexington that sent the 
amidship portion of the flight deck 
hurtling into the air. Flames burst 
through. Immediately “afterward 
came a blinding flash, a tremen- 
dous shock, and a billowing cloud 
of black smoke soaring skyward 
as the 1000-pound bombs exploded. 
Bits of the steel deck and side 
plates showered the sea for hun- 
dreds of yards around, endanger- 
ing all in the water and in the 
boats. | 

I later learned that Commander 
Seligman had just slid down a rope 
into the sea and- Capt. Sherman 
was still on a rope when this ex- 
plosion came.. They had stayed to 
the last to see that every man got 
away. | 

Only a few minutes later the 
after tip of the flight deck was 
blasted away. Planes were tossed 
into the water when the torpedo 
warheads let go. Capt. Sherman 
and Commander. Seligman were 
swimming to a cutter when this 
happened. Luckily they were not 
harmed by the debris that fell all 
around them, and they were res- 
eued. 

It was almost dark when our 
boat reached its mother ship and 
unloaded. The whole length of the 
Lexington was ablaze as I climbed 
aboard the rescue cruiser. It was 
a fierce, white fire evidently con- 
suming the 80,000 gallons of avia- 
tion fuel and million gallons -of 
fuel oil from tanks now wide open. 

Blast after blast rent the ship, 
but it floated high and upright. 
A few small vessels poking among 
the debris around it for possible 
swimmers were ordered to leave. 

A destroyer stood by to admin- 
ister the finishing coup. This con- 
sisted of a salvo of four more 
heavy torpedoes delivered at close 
range. After their blasts had 
opened new holes, the Lexington 
slowly filled with water and grad- 
ually, still upright, slid with a pro- 
longed hiss beneath the water. 

“She was a lady to the end,” one 
of her officers exclaimed as the 
glow of her flames died away.

HONESTY MUST’ BE drilled into a child’s nervous system 
just like the habits that make him a skillful pianist.

So it happened that 
when hard times came and the 
Girard bank closed, the Kimes 
owed $3000 to the bank. Their cred- 
itors owed them many times that 
amount, but they couldn’t pay. 

The bank went into the hands of 
a receiver, who demanded payment 
and attached everything that the 
Kimes owned, including their 
home, The Kimes went to Spring- 
field and appealed to the head of 
the State Banking Department. 
“Give us time,” they pleaded, “and 
we will pay every penny that we 
owe.” They were told that the re- 
ceiver had full authority and that 
nothing could be done. 

There was one thing that the 
Kimes could do.
